The police partia 
closca in further on the daroits position . Sub -Inspector 
Muzaffar Husain whio was in charge of one of the police 
panties bravely led his men forward as near to thc pit as pot 
sible despite constant (iring by the dacoits . The audacity of 
this action took the dacoits completely by surprise and result 
ed in the leader of the gang Chhutkai being shot dead and 
in another Jacoit s surrcucer , and also in the recovery of a 
large quantity of looted property , guns and ammunition . 
Tragically, during this final action against the dacoits Sub 
Inspector Muzaffar Husain was shot through the right cyc 
and died almost instantaneously . 

Throughout the encounter, Sul - Inspector Muzaffar Husain 
clisplayed great initiative . conspicuous courage and devotion

On the 12th April, 1958, Constable Jagdislı Singh had gone 
to the Beat House at Agiaon , Police Station Sundesh , Shahabad 
District, to deliver an important message . It the request of 
the Assistant Sub- Inspector in -charge of the Beat House he 
postponed his departure in order to accompany the former 
on his night patrol. At alyout 10. 00 pm , the Assistant Sub 
Inspector and Constable Jagdish Singh sct but on foot on 
the night patrol. Both the othcers were in uniform , The 
Assistant Sub - Inspector catrici an clectric torch and a shot 
gun while the Constable had only the regulation lathi, On 
their way they noticed a group of 5 persons loitering by the 
road side in a sugpicious manner . When challenged , these 
persons gave cvasive answers and the Assistant Sub - Inspector 
after taking away a stick from one of them , decided to take 
them to Garliani for interrogation and identification . The 
Constable led the party and the Assistant Sub - Inspector follow 
ed behind the suspeces. When they had proceeded a short 
distance, two or three suspects suddenly whipped out knives 
and nurderously attacked the Assistant Sub - Inspector. As a 
rcsult of the suddenners of the attack , the Assistant Sub 
Inspector was completely overpowered and his gun was 
snatched froin him and he collapsed on the ground in a 
pool of blood, Regardless of their number and the fact that 
they now had the Assistant Sub - Inspector s gun , Copstable 
Jaguish Singh without hesitation went to the assistance of his 
officer and trici to beat off his assallants with his lathi, The 
criminals made a concertod attack on him and indicted two 
severe injuries on the upper part of his right thigh . Thouglı 
grievously disabled , Constable Jagclish Singh tried to run for 
help to a village about a quarter of a mile away. His 
assailants pursued him and after a short distance overpowered 
him and stabbed him in the back . Constable Jagdish Singh 
lost consciousness. At about 3 -50 21 . a party of rural police 
cliscovered the two Policeinen and took them lo the District 
Hospital at Arrah where in spite of the best possible medical 
aid , Constable Jagdish Singh expired . 

In this encounter Constable Jagdish Singh showed conspicu 
our gallantry and devotion to duty of a very high order isi 
the performance of which he laid down his life,

On the 26th Octuber 1959, Shri Quinn , Coinmandant, 4th 
Battalion , Special Amed Force , Gwalior received information 
about the presence of Rupa s gang in the Chumbal ravincs, 
two miles cast of Police Station Mahua, district Morena. Shri 
Quinn collected cight platoons of his Battalion and divided 
them into four parties (or the raid against the gang. Three
